First Item on Docket 

“Government Liquor Control Act 
of Alberta” is the official title of the 
bill, which is to be brought in as the 
fiyst item on the docket of the gov- 
ernment measures, The drafting has 
been done by H. H. Parlee, K.C., 
along the lines of policy set down by 
the government, and R. B. Bennett, 
K.C., has given the completed draft 
a careful lookover, Attorney-General 
Brownlee has supervised the bill on 
behalf of the government. 

Board to Administer Act 

A board to be known as the Alberta 
Liquor Control] Board is to administer 
the act, with the general control, 
management and supervision of all 
government stores under its care. 
Not more than three members are 


to be on this board and provision is | 


made for its being of only one-man 
strength if found advisable. The 
chairman of the board is to give his 
whole time and attention to its work 
and shall follow no other occupation 
whatsoever. 
Wide Powers Bestowed 

Among the powers that the board 
will thus have entrusted to it will 
be the determination of the munici- 
palities within which liquor stores 
shall be established, {he appointment 
of the vendors, the importation of 
liquors, and the granting of licenses 
and permits. It will also have the 
power to make necessary regulations 
for carrying out the act. 

Sell for Cash Only 

Vendors appointed by the 
missioners may sell spirituous liquors 
to any person who is the holder of a 
permit, such permit stating the kind 
of liquor its holder is entitled to 
purchase, and the purpose for which 
it is required. All liquors are to be 
sold for cash only and in sealed 
packages, not to be opened on the 
premises of a government store. 
Every purchase is to be endorsed on 
the permit as made, No sales or de- 
liveries are to be made during a 
longer period than eight hours in any 
twenty-four, nor after 8 p.m., nor 
on any holiday, nor on any election 
day. 

Permit Provisions 

Permits are not to be issued to any 
individual under twenty-one years of 
age, and one month’s residence in the 
province also a condition, with 
special provision for temporary 
residence, Provision is made for spe- 
cial permits to druggists, physicians, 
dentists and other, The fees for in- 
dividual permits will be two dollars; 
for individual permits, for beer only, 
one dollar, and special permits will 
carry license fees to be fixed by the

Brewers are given the right to sell 
and deliver beer to the holders of 
permits and to clubs. They must 
make monthly returns to the board, 
and samples of their beer shall be

Doctors desiring to keep supplies 
of liquor for the use of patients will 
be given special permits subject to 
certain restrictions. 

List of Prohibitions 

There is a list of prohibitions under 
the new act. Vendors must not sell 
in any other places than those pro- 
vided for under the board’s instruc- 
tions. Brewers may not give liquor 
to anybody. No members or employe 
of the board shall take any part or 
interest in any liquor business. No 
liquor of any kind is to be sold on any 
premises to a person apparently un- 
der the influence of liquor, or to an 
interdieted person. 

No Liquor Advertising 

There is to no canvassing 
orders for liquor within the province, 
and liquor advertising will be | 
allowed. No signs, such as “Bar” or | 
“Tavern,” will be permitted. No per- 
son who does not hold a permit is to 
have any liquor in his possession.
